Moratorium on grazing 
fee increase approved 
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The House Interior Committee has approved a bill 
putting a one-year freeze on a livestock grazing fee increase 
charged by the Interior Department's Bureau of Land 
Management and the U.S. Department of Agriculture's 
Forest Service- 

Despite the committee's action, It is uniikoly the bill 
okayed by the committee will go to the full House for 
consideration until early next year because the House 
leadership has banned bringing up new legislation for floor 
action this year. 

The action taken by the committee would hold grazing 
fees in 1078 at their current level of SI.51 per animal unit 
month [AUM] for BLM lands and $1.60 per AUM for Forest 
Service lands. 

The Csrter administration recently proposed raising the 
grazing fee for both BLM and Forest Service land in the 
west to $1.80 per AUM in 1978 and raising the fee gradually 
over a longer period.

Wright contended that In 
past yoars, “Most of the 
violations were pretty nebu¬ 
lous, and that could very 
well bo tho same this year.” 

He said; "It is very 
difficult to prevent livestock 
from grazing on unauthor¬ 
ized areas of the range that 
are not fenced, even though 
range riders try to herd 
livestock away from such 
areas. It is moat exasperat¬ 
ing to make certain that 
gates are kept closed so 
livestock will not graze 
areas that are fonced. But 
the livestock operator ia re¬ 
sponsible and is trespassed 
accordingly."

Each spring and fall large 
numbers of cattle are moved 
to fresh ranges, which 
frequently are on different 
sides of the imaginary line 
called a state border. 
Usually the cattle aren't 
changing handB, but merely 
taking advantage of better 
range conditions at a 
different elevation. 

The potential conflict 
with movement of .cattle 
across state lines several 
times a year cornea when 
the rancher has to pay brand 
inspection fees on each 
head each time they move. 
Nevada cattlemen have 
been concerned with this 
problem for many years, but 
recent efforts at cooperative 
agreements between states 


have fallen on deaf ears. 

The majority of cattlemen 
discussing this problem at 
the Nevada Cattlemen's 
Assn. Brand and Theft 
Committee meeting were 
adamant about the need for 
brand inspection, especially 
where cattle change hands 


through a sale. But the rub 
comes when the law 
apparently discriminates 
against those cattlemen 
who happen to live close to a 
.state border.

Governor says farmers shoved 
into position of militancy 


Kansas Governor Robert 
Bennett said American 
farmers have been "shoved 
into a position of militancy" 
by what he calls a 
misguided policy of cheap 
food politics and broken 
promises in Washington. 

Bennett told the Kansas 
AsSn. of Wheat Growers Jn 
Wichita that farmers how 
feel they have little choice 
other than militant action, 


such as the agricultural 
strike, to get the attention of 
those who put political 
expediency above a healthy 
agricultural economy. 

He said farmers are 
finding themselves "a pawn 
in the great chess gome of 
power politics that sacri¬ 
fices the farmer in the back 
rooms of the State Depart¬ 
ment and the Office of 
Management and Budget." 


Hs added, the “once-im- 
portsnt" U,S. Department 
of Agriculture has keen 
unsuccessful in helping 
either the farmer or the 
consumer. 

Bennett said he recently 
sent a telegram to Agricul¬ 
ture Secretary Berg land 
urging him to reconsider a 
USDA policy allowing for 
transportation costs in the

Survey shows farmers eager to conserve energy 


Farmers from all acroBB 
the country voiced serious 
concern about the nation's 
energy supply and have 
begun a concerted drive to 
conserve existing supplies 
while exploring new 
sources. 


Eighty-three per cent of 
the fanners responding to a 
nationwide “Farm Line" 
telephone pall Nov. 16, 
agreed the energy crisis was 
real. By comparison, recent 
polls indicate only about 
60% of the general public 


believe there 1 b a very 
serious energy shortage. 

Some 86 energy experts, 
representing Congress, the 
administration and indus¬ 
try, participated In the Farm 
Line .program, sponsored 
jointly by the Agriculture 


Council of America (ACA) 
and the Alliance to Save 
Energy-(ASE)'. Panelists 
included Senators Birch 
BayhJD-Ihd.}; John.Heinz 
(R-Penn.) and Richard 
Lugar (R-Ind.), Represen¬ 
tative George Brown (D- 


Caiif. >, and top-level 
spokesmen for the new 
Department of Energy and 
thei U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, Interest in the

Japan will not liberalize beef imports 
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Japanese Prime Minister 
Takeo Fukuda said his new 
government will not liberal¬ 
ize beef imports because it 
would be "destructive" to 
the domestic meat industry. 

In his first news confer¬ 
ence following the reshuff¬ 
ling of his conservative 
cabinet, Fukuda said, “We 
want to bring prices of beef 
down; by attempting to 


increase demand for domes¬ 
tic beef. We will nbt try to 
reduce beef prices by 
importing more beef. Liber¬ 
alization of beef imports wifi 
be destructive to the 
domestic beef industry." 

Japan has long been 
under fire from Australia, 
the U,S. and New Zealand 
for its restrictive, policy 
towards imported beef. 


Prior to the - news 
conference, Fukuda . in¬ 
structed .Agriculture Fores¬ 
try Minister Ichiro Naka- 
gawa to explore ways;.of 
expanding Japan's beef 
imports and lowering do¬ 
mestic beef prices ft the 
same time. He also askhd 
Nakagawato hold a series of 
bargain sales of imported' 
beef by year's end. ■

Wright called attention to 
the figure of 4640 animal 
unit months of forage said 


by the BLM to be involved in 
the trespass violations for 
the past grazing season. He 
said that is a small figure in 
comparison with the 
amount of forage consumed 
by wild horses in Nevada as 
a result of BLM inability to 
control population levels 
among those animals. 

Wright estimated wild 
horses and burros in 
Nevada use something like 
300,000 animal unit months 
of forage in excess of the 
1971 levels described by the 
Wild Horse and Burro Act. 
He argued this amounts to a 
trespass in the amount of 
300,000 animal unit months

borders," stressed Gard- 
nerville rancher Fred Dress¬ 
ier. "It tacks on a higher 
cost of doing business that 
other ranchers don't have to 
pay. And the cost of 
pasture-to-pasture move¬ 
ments on my operation far 
out weighs the benefits. 
Cattle have moved between 
these same pastures in 
Nevada and California on 
this ranch for over 100 
years, since long before 
brand inspection began." 

"We feel we are 
supporting brand inspec¬ 
tion in the rest of the state," 
added Mat Benson, another 
rancher along the Nevada- 
California border. “And we 
really don’t need Inspection 
for these kinds of moves; 
tho real problem is in the 
interior counties like Elko 
and Winnemucca. Usually 
on these pasture-to-pasture 
moves there is not even any 
mingling of brands. When 
we find strays we separate 
them ourselves anyway." 

After consultation with 
neighboring states' brand 
inspection directors, any 
hope for a cooperative 
agreement appears dim. 
Dr. Robert Holson of Utah, 


is faced with exploding 
costs for brand inspection, 
and can’t afford to give up 
the added revenue. He 
already allows cattle that 
are going to market in the 
state to enter free if 
inspected at point-of-origin. 

Wilma Russell in Oregon 
requires an inspection at 
point-of-origin in Oregon if 
cattle are moving out of the 
state. This regulation came 
from producers. Oregon 
allows cattle to go to certain 
out of state markets in a 
special arrangement. Burns 
Beall in Idaho now charges 
half the normal brand 
inspection fee on cattle that 
go out of state that will 
return. Idaho, with six 
neighboring states, is very 
cautious about inspection 
changes. 

Bill Hooton of California 
stresses tho fact that 
California cattlemen de¬ 
signed the law for state 
inspection, and he has to 
enforce it. It requires 
pasture-to-pasture Inspec¬ 
tions between 19 "mini- 
states’* within California. 
But he notes, if you give out 
fees on the left hand, you 
have to raise something else 
on the right hand to balance 
the budget. 


"I’d hate to blast the 
brand inspection law all to 
hell because of this," 
replied n frustrated Fred 
Dressier. "BuL this is not 
fair.” 

Another point of conten¬ 
tion for Nevada cattlemen is 
the regulation requiring 
brand inspection of un¬ 
branded calves, Louis 
Bergcvin, Oardnerville, 
brought up. Originally the 
cow and calf were con¬ 
sidered one for inspection 
purposes, but the state has 
changed this, charged 
Bergevin.

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Lyng says pork will be affected by nitrite ban 



If nitrites are banned in 
the meat curing process, 
two out of every three 
pounds of all meat from 
hogs would be affected, the 
president of the American 
Meat Institute (AMI) said. 

AMI's Richard Lyng 
debated Community Nutri¬ 
tion Institute executive 
director Rodney Leonard 
last week on public 
television’s "Farm Digest" 
which is produced in Des 
Moines, Iowa. 

The Nutrition Institute is 
seeking a complete ban on 
nitrites as curing agents, 
claiming any harmful sub¬ 


stance must be banned 
under the Wholesome Food 
Act. Nitrites are under 
attack because some groups 
say they can cause can¬ 
cerous formations. 

This consumer group 
petitioned the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture two 
weeks ago to ban the use of 
nitrites and nitrates in cured 
meats. 

Lyng said the industry is 
"right on the edge" of 
showing bacon can be 
produced without the for¬ 
mation of nitrosamines. 

Leonard said the industry 
has said it’s been "right on 



the edge" for seven years. 
Lyng countered no one 
heard about nitrosamines 
until seven years ago. He 
said only about six labora¬ 
tories, including govern¬ 
ment ones, can test for 
nitrosamines. 

Lyng said it would be 
difficult to achieve the 
USDA's goal of 5 or less 
parts per billion (ppb) of 
nitrosamines. "We have 
been operating on the basis 
10 ppb or less is not 
detectable and therefore is 
an acceptable number," 
Lyng said. 

Adding to the controversy 
is the fact highly sophisti¬ 
cated machines used to test 


for nitrosaminos can give 
different results depending 
on Lho machine, the 
operator or both. 

Lyng claimed it would 
cost S1200 to test a single 
pound of bacon for nitro¬ 
samines. 

Lyng said his organiza¬ 
tion favors regulations 
which would control the 
levels of nitrite added 
during processing. He said 
90-96% of the bacon 
produced In the U.S. is at 
the level recommended by 
the USDA expert panel on 
nitrites and nitrosamines — 
120 parts per million of 
nitrite and 500 parts per 
million of asorbate acid 


(vitamin C). In other words, 
the meat industry wants 
regulation dealing with the 
amount of nitrite added to 
the product during process¬ 
ing while the USDA is 
basing its regulation on 
nitrosamines formed after 
the processing.

Leonard showed little 
concern over the threat of 
botulism, noting cleaner 
plants, reduced water levels 
and technological develop¬ 
ments could control the 
disease. When Leonard 
added botulism hasn't been 
a problem, Lyng took the 
opportunity to claim this 
was because nitrites were 
used in the curing process.

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Should we lower 
beef consumption? 

WE MUST LOWER PER capita beef consumption to 
about ILO lb. to achieve profits for producers, feeders and 
grain producers, according to Ken Monfort, co-chairman of 
tho board of Monfort of Colorado, Greeley. Monfort says 
that these three key segments of the industry have been 
individually profitable at different times, but a reduction 
from tho present consumption rate of 128 lb. is necessary 
for all to be profitable simultaneously. 

Mon fort said beef consumption is equal to what is 
produced, and the industry must learn it can market a per 
capita 110 lb. consumption more profitably than a 128 lb. 
consumption. Concerning prices, Monfort said profitability 
with lower consumption would produce 60 cent cattle, 66 
cent yearlings, 62-66 cent feeder cattle and $3 com. More of 
Ken’s comments later.
